How fcandaloufly do fuch Gentlemen 
talk of their Country-men, and how weak- 
ly argue asit our Generals, Officers and

__ their Maker. : 

- Tam perhaps too forward to diftinguith 
- wpon the Bravery and Capacity of Englifh 
_ Men above other Nations, and ’cis becaufe 
- Icannot have mean Thovghts of them, 
that I fay, the Concurrence of their Va- 
 lour, with the Defign of Providence, makes 
out Viktcries peculiarly glorious. 
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Nor-do I detra& from Englifh Valour, 
when I fay ; that thefe late Viétories have. 
been owing to the perfonal Valour of other 
Nations,more than ours; and fome of whom 
we have been apt enough to talk contempti- 
bly, by which Heaven feems to concurr in 
demandingourDebt of Praife to himfelffwho, 
when his mighty Ends are to be brought to 
pafs,can f{pirit thofe Inftruments, who feem- 
ed beforé uncapable of Aétion. - 

Thus the Dutch Horfe, no Difhonour to 
the Englifh, -had the principal Share of 
Aétion in the Battle of Remelies : of whom 
we ufed to fay a thoufand Reproachful 
Things, and reckon them as nothing—If 
Spain fhall be reduc’, Barcelona fhall fall 
by a Chance Bomb, and the Capital be 
feiz’d by the Troops of Portuguefe, of whom 
nothing too mean can well be Lae A 
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What an obftinate Defence at Verceil, 
Verue, and now at 7urin, hasbeen made by 
the Troops of Sevoy 5 which in former Wars 
had no Manner of Reputation in the Field, 
and which ferves to inform us from what 
Hand the Vigour and Spirit of Aétion pro- 
ceed; and with awful Regard to the invi- 
fible Hands, we ought never to contemn 
the Power of the meancft. 

And yet Imuft compliment my Native 
Country with one thing, which I think all 
Men will grant me 3 and which I have the 
Vanity to fay the worft Enemy we have will 
own——— Viz. That abftratted from the 
Sovereign Influences of Heaven, and {peak- 
ing of fecond Caufes only, an Emglifh Man 
is fuperiour in Fight to any Man in the 
World. 

And let no Man charge me with Vanity 
or Partiallity ; till they have anfwer’d the 
Reafons,upon which I fonnd the Argument. 

1. Take the Englifh Nation,and whether 
you fingle them out Man for Maa, or whe- 
ther you will take them in numbers one 
with anther; they are ftronger in Body 
than any Nation in Europe. 

2. Whether you choofe them Man to 
Man, ora hundred, -a thoufand, or any 
Number whatfoever, andturn taem into 
the Field with their Enemiés naked, 
withoot any” Arms I” mean———— But 
{uch as Nature has furnifked, they fhall 
beat the beft Menio the World. 

Wreftling and Boxing is the peculiar Fa-

culty of the Exglifh Nation, no Men in the — 
World fight with Head, Hand and Foot like 
ao Englifo Mans nor could any Nation in — 
he World ftand before them, if that were 
the way of fighting. | 

The Inftance, I believe, is undeniable, 
and the Argument from it is good s that 
ot Neceflity, that Dexterity muft give them 
great Advantages in all Sorts of fighting; 
efpecially thofe, where they can come tu 
grapple with their Enemy. a 

Set the flrongeft Man in Europe to work
